CAIRO (R) — Egypt said Sunday its attitude toward the new 
Israeli government would depend on moves from. Tel Aviv to 
withdraw Israeli forces from Lebanon and recognise the rights of 
the Palestinians. Osama Baz, Egyptian President Hosni Mub- 
arak' s political aide, made no reference to Sunday's appointment 
of Israeli Labour Party leader Shimon Peres as 1 prime minister 
designate.. But in a statement carried by the official Middle East 
.News Agency, he said; "The pqsitiveness of the Israeli position 
will be measured by how close it is to granting the Palestinian 
people the right to self-determination.” He also called for an 
unconditional Israeli withdrawal from Lebanon and for more 
Israeli goodwill in solving a border dispute over the Sinai town of 
Taba.

PARIS (R) — Fifteen Moroccan 
soldiers were killed and 15 wou- 
nded in three attacks by Polisario 
guerrillas in the WesLern Sahara 
Iasi week, the official Algerian 
news agency APS. monitored in 
Paris, reported Sunday. Quoting a 
communique issued by the Sah- 
aran Arab Democratic Republic 
(SADR) proclaimed by Polisario. 
the agency said the attacks took 
place on July 28. 29 and 31 in 
areas near Amgala and Zag.

TEL AVIV (R) — President Chaim Herzog 
Sunday named opposition Labour Party lea- 
der Shimon Peres as prime minister- 
designate of Israel, and warned that the cou- 


ntry’s “economy and 
great danger.” 

Mr. Peres said he would imm- 
ediately begin negotiations with 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir on 
setting up a "national unity” gov- 
ernment of their two panics to 
heal the crippled economy. He 
would also consult small panies. 

Mr. Peres, whose party controls 
44 of the 120 seats in the Knesset 
(parliament), faces a monumental 
task. Last month’s inconclusive 
election produced the most fra- 
gmented Knesset in the country’s 
history, with 15 parties rep- 
resented. 

After Labour, the next largest 
party is Mr. Shamil’s Likud bloc, 
with 41 seats, and the remaining 
35 seats are divided among 13 
small parties. 

Mr. Peres outlined his policy 
wishes in only the broadest terms. 
He said his government would try 
to bridge ethnic differences, res- 
pect the rights of both religious 
and secular citizens, enable the 
army to withdraw from South 
Lebanon and resume peace ini- 
tiatives in the Middle East 

“1 told Mr. Shamir I was inviting 
him to meet so that together we 
could sit and try to respond to 
what both of us agree is the wish of 
the people — that is, a gov- 
ernment of national unity." Mr. 
Peres said.

Mr. Peres added that Mr. Sha-- 
mir. who remains as the head of a 
transition government, agreed to 
“extend his hand to the formation 
of such a government.” 

Mr. Peres will have 42 days to 
■ m a government. Should he fail 
to reach agreement with Likud, he 
will try to form a narrow coalition 
with small parties. If this does not 
succeed. Mr. Herzog is expected 
to give Mr. Shamir a chance. 

Mr. Peres must seek to bridge 
the chasm between his Labour 
Party and Likud. He favours a fre- 
eze on Jewish settlement in occ- 
upied Arab lands, while Likud 
wants to increase Jewish presence 
there. 

The two panies also differ over 
Lebanon, with Labour placing 
greater urgency on a quick wit- 
hdrawaL 

Mr. Herzog said there was a nat- 
ional consensus that Israel had 
reached “an economic situation 
that may well be the most dan- 
gerous and difficult since the cre- 
ation of the state.” 

Inflation is running at 400 per 
cent annually and last month for- 
eign reserves fell below the acc-' 
epted minimum working level of 
S3 billion. 

Mr. Herzog said: “Our dem- 
ocracy is in danger and without a 


democratic regime based on the 
will of the majority, there is no 
future for ihe state of Israel.” 

In a reference to extremist 
Rabbi Meir Kahane, elected to 
parliament advocating the exp- 
ulsion of Israel's Arabs, Mr. Her- 
zog condemned the “absence of 
tolerance and dialogue... which 
has already reached frightening 
and disgraceful public exp- 
ression.” 

Mr. Herzog said that because 
most Israelis wanted a strong and 
stable government, he had last 
week asked Mr. Peres and Mr. 
Shamir to discuss the possibility of 
a “national coalition." 

The two party leaders held eight 
hours of preliminary discussion on 
the issue before Sundays ann- 
ouncement. 

Leaks of the talks indicated that 
such a government would reduce 
spending on Jewish settlements in 
the occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. The extent of the cuts was 
still to be decided. 

Likud was pushing for the pos- 
sibility of a rotating prime min- 
istership. Mr. Peres is said to have 
rejected the idea but it seemed 
likely that the defence or foreign 
affairs portfolio would be held by 
Likud. 

Yousef Burg, head of the Nat- 
ional Religious Party, said in rea- 
ction to Mr. Herzog's decision that 
his party would try to form a coa- 
lition with Likud. 

Shulamit Aloni, head of the Cit- 
izen’s. Rights Movement, a three- 
seat party aligned' with Labour, 
said she favoured a national unity 
government if it kept the relgicus 
panies out of power.

Contents of the letter were not 
disclosed, but Sheikh Sabah told 
reporters that his tour was to seek 
the help of Syria and Libya to end 
the more than three-year-old Gulf 
war. as well as to discuss bilateral 
relations. 

The Kuwaiti foreign minister 
met earlier with Syrian Vice Pre- 
sident Abdul Halim Khaddam and 
Foreign Minister Farouk AJ Sha- 
raa. 

The Kuwaiti envoy’s visit coi- 
ncides with a visit by rhe Iranian 
minister of the Revolutionary- 
Guards. Hak Mohsen Rafik Dost, 
to the Syrian capital. Mr. Dost arr- 
ived on Friday., met with Syrian 
security officials, and is expected 
to go to Libya afterwards. 

Soviet envoy meets Assad 

The official Syrian news agency 
SANA repotted that Mr. Assad 
also met on Sunday with the Sov- 
iet ambassador to Syria, Vladimir 
Youkhine, upon an urgent request 
from Mr. Youkhine.

Plane crash near 
Dhaka kills 49 


Mine-hit tanker 
reported sinking 
in south Red Sea 


DHAKA (Agencies) — AH 45 
passengers and fourcrew were kil- 
led when a Fokker F-27 aircraft 
belonging to the national Ban- 
gladesh airline Biman crashed in a 
marsh near Dhaka airport Sun- 
day. 

h w as the worst air disaster in 
Bangladesh since the country bec- 
ame independent in 1971. 

Civil aviation officials said the 
plane was coming to the capital 
from the port city of Chittagong 
and crashed only minutes before 
landing as the pilot. Captain Kais 
lost visibility in driving rains. 

The passengers included one 
British and one Japanese national 
and 33 Bangladeshis coming from 
Chittagong to take a connecting 


flight to the Middle East. 

The plane fell nose-down and 
sank in some 6 metres of water. 
Air force and army personnel 
have been called in to salvage the 
aircraft. 

President Hossain Mohammad 
Ershad immediately ordered an 
inquiry into the accident. 

Officials said the co-pilol of the 
plane was a woman. 

They said it was raining heavily 
when the crash occurred at 3:30 
p.m. (0830 GMT) local time. 

A.R. Yousuf, special pre- 
sidential assistant in charge of civ il 
aviation, rushed to the airport to 
take charge of the investigation 
into the accident. No further det- 
ails were available. 


LONDON (Agencies) — A 
Liberian-registered tanker rad- 
ioed that it was sinking in the Red 
Sea after hitting a mine.. Lloyds 
shipping intelligence in London 
said Sunday. 

The 41.436-ton Oceanic Ene- 
rgy. owned by the Energy Shi- 
pping Company of Taiw-an. was in 
the southern half of the Red Sea at 
the time, Lloyds added. 

Saudi naval" launches headed for 
the southern reaches of the Red 
Sea to pick up the crew of the tan- 
ker. shipping sources in Bahrain 
told Reuter.

Rebels say Tehran 
regime behind hijack 


BELGRADE (R) — Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak arrives 
in Yugoslavia today. Monday, for 
a brief visit followed by a short 
holiday, the Yugoslav government 
announced Sunday. 

Mr. Mubarak will stay at Brioni. 
the nonhem Adriatic island sum- 
mer residence of the late President 
Tito, where he will discuss major 
international issues, bilateral ties 
and activities of the Non-Aligned' 
Movement with Yugoslav Pre- 
sident Veselin Djuranovic. off- 
icials said. 

They gave no other details of 
the visit. 

Egyptian sources said Mr. 
Mubarak's visit was designed to 
strengthen economic, political and 
military links between Yugoslavia 
and Egypt, both founder members 
of the Non-Aligned Movement. 

Mr. Mubarak will discuss with 
Yugoslav leaders the current Egy- 
ptian initiative aimed at halting 
the 47-month-old Gulf war bet- 
ween Non-Aligned Movement 
members Iran and Iraq, the sou- 
rces said. 

Mr. Mubarak has promised a 
new Egyptian initiative to end the 
conflict. His key foreign policy 
adviser. Osama Baz. said last 
month that "tangible progress" 


would be made by early Sep- 
tember. 

Cairo newspapers said Sunday 
Egypt and Yugoslavia would red- 
ouble peace moves and revive an 
initiative through the Non- 
Aligned Movement. 

Officially neutral. Egypt has 
given Baghdad weapons. Yug- 
oslavia has cordial relations with 
both sides but has a massive com- 
mercial and manpower presence 
in Iraq. 

Iran scorned earlier Egyptian 
proposals to end the war. 

On June 24. Mr. Mubarak told 
parliament Egypt would launch a 
new initiative to end the war. 

Mr. Mubarak and his aides have 
given no details of the new moves 
and Cairo newspapers gave no 
hint that they would differ ess- 
entially from earlier proposals. 

These involved withdrawal by 
both sides to xheir respective int- 
ernational borders, the stationing 
of a multinational peace force 
between the two armies and for- 
mation of committees to det- 
ermine blame and fix reparations. 

Diplomats said Egypt had been 
encouraged in its bid to end the 
war when Iraq and Iran, res- 
ponding to a Ltaited Nations plea.

PARIS (R) — The exiled Iranian 
Mujahedeen-e-Khalq org- 
anisation said Sunday the Iranian 
government was behind last 
week’s hijack of an Air France 
plane to Tehran. 

The main opposition group fig- 
hting to overthrow' the Iranian reg- 
ime said in a communique that the 
two-day hijack, which ended with 
the freeing of some 60 hostages at 
Tehran airport on Thursday, was 
planned in the Iranian capital by a 
special unit set up by the Iranian 
authorities. 

“The hijacking was specifically 
designed and planned in Tehran 
by the '■liberation movements 
unit" of (Iranian religious leader 
Ayatollah Ruhollah) Khomeini’s 
Pasdaran (Revolutionary Gua- 
rds).” it said. 

The French press has charged 
the Iranian authorities with com- 
plicity with the three hijackers, 
who seized the plane after it took 
off from Frankfurt. 

The commandos, said by Iran to 
be Lebanese, blew up the air- 
liner’s cockpit before sur- 
rendering. The Iranian Foreign 


Ministry said they had asked for 
political asylum in Iran. 

Tehran has also said the French 
press charges were aimed at sme- 
aring the Iranian government and 
playing down its efforts to resolv e 
the hijack crisis. 

The official IRN A news agency 
said Iran's success in getting the 
passengers and crew released 
unharmed showed its respect for 
international law and customs. 

The Mujahedeen also said in its 
Paris communique that the Ira- 
nian embassy in West Germans 
had become “the biggest terrorist 
centre in Europe." 

“For some time now the Kho- 
meini regime has been sending its 
agents to West Germany to lake 
over some of the key positions in 
connection with terrorist plans." 
the communique said. 

"Using their facilities at Fra- 
nkfurt airport. Khomeini’s aaenis 
have in the past few months tra- 
nsferred large quantities ol spare 
parts and various types ot wea- 
pons to Tehran to be used in the 
Iran-iraq war."

Chamoun sets precedent 
for refugees from Shouf

BEIRUT (R) — Lebanese Falangist Leader Camille 
Chamoun revisited his home town in the Shouf 
Mountains south east of Beirut Sunday, setting a 
precedent he hopes thousands of displaced Chr- 
istians will soon follow. 


G*cr 150.000 Christians fled 
the Shouf and the nearby Aley 
Mountains last September after 
their Drtize neighbours defeated 
the Falangist Lebanese Forces 
militia in ihree-weeks oi fighting 
which left about 1.500 people 
dead.

ifestation of the Virgin Maty. 

it was his first visit since the 
predominantly Druze Progressive 
Socialist Party (PSP) seized con- 
trol of the mountains and laid 
siege to thousands of Christians 
stranded in Deir AI Oamar. 

He told \ oice ot Lebanon, a 
private Falangist radio station, 
that the hoped all the refugees 
would soon be able to return to 
their villages and homes in the 
area. 

PSP Leader Walid Junblail 
later arrived in Deir AI Oamar for 
lunch with Mr. Chamoun at the 
house of a local dignitary. 

The Voice of the Mountain, his 
party radio, quoted him as saying a 


Christian return to the Shouf was 
the only way to prevent a partition 
of Lebanon along sectarian lines. 

Mr. Chamoun said he had con- 
fidence in the preparations the 
Druze leader and his followers 
were making, the radio added. 

Mr. Junblatt has agreed in pri- 
nciple to let back Christians who 
have no links with the Lebanese 
Forces, but the process is tied to a 
complex peace plan under which 
the reunited Lebanese army 
would replace the PSP militiamen. 

Some opposition leaders are 
also demanding that the Chr- 
istians should in return open their 
areas to those who were driven oui 
by the Lebanese Forces in the 
1975-6 civil war. 

At a well-attended Druze- 
Christian reconciliation meeting 
in the mountains Saturday. Mr. 
Junblatt said the government had 
to prove its good intentions before 
the mass return took place. 

Mr. Junblatt is a minister in the 
two-month-old " Government of 
National Unity” but still considers 
himself to be in opposition to Pre- 
sident Amin Gemayei and the 
country's traditionally Falangist 
dominated establishment. 


A version of the security plan, 
modified to rake account of Mr. 
Junblan's objections to an earlier 
draft, is expected to be on the age- 
nda at a special cabinet meeting 
Monday. 

Syria, now (he main external 
influence on Lebanese politics, 
has persuaded all the rival militias 
to accept the broad outlines of the 
plan, official sources said.

He swants the government to 
sign on the teachers as permanent 
employees. Conservative min- 
isters argue that the change would 
place an unnecessary burden on 
Lebanon's overstretched budget. 

Minister of Education Selim 
Hoss. who supports Mr. Beni’s 
stand on the teachers, said Sunday 
the cabinet would also discuss set- 
ting up the constituent assembly 
agreed at a national peace con- 
ference in Lausanne last March. 

The task of the assembly would 
be to draw up a new constitution 
for Lebanon, reconciling Muslim 
demands for a greater share of ins- 
titutional power with Falangist 
fears of being reduced to a pow- 
erless minority. 
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Fahd gives amnesty to 30 jailed Americans 


DAMMAM. Saudi Arabia I API 
— Most American prisoners held 
in Saudi Arabian jails were rel- 
eased b\ a royal amnesty during 
the recent Islamic holy month of 
Ramadan, well-informed sources 
in tlie kingdom said Saturday. 

The Saudi monarch tra- 
ditionally grants amnesty to large 
numbers of prisoners of all nat- 
ionalities every Ramadan, but 
this year the Americans fared 
much better than usual, the sou- 
rces said. 

Although kingdom-wide sta- 
tistics were not immediately ava- 
ilable. sources said that 27 of 30 
American prisoners have been 


released since the start of Ram- 
adan — observ ed during June this 
year — in the eastern and western 
provinces. 

Ten of 1 1 American prisoners 
were released in the western reg- 
ion. which includes the bustling 
Red Sea port of Jeddah, where the 
United States embassy is located. 

Seventeen of 1 9 were released 
in the eastern region, the heart of 
the country's oil and has ope- 
rations and headquarters site of 
the Arabian American Oil Com- 
pany (Aramco). reliable sources 
said. 

Most of the American prisoners 
were released as pan of King 


Fahd's amnesty, while others sim- 
ply had finished their sentences, 
the sources said. 

The sources added that many 
more Americans were released 
this Ramadan chan in past holy- 
month pardons. 

• "King Fahd was very generous 
this year, there’s no bones about 
it." one U.S. diplomatic source 
told the Associated Press. 

Sources said most Americans 
are jailed for alcohol or drug- 
related violations, and that the 
sale and use of alcohol were the 
most common offences. 

Alcohol and drugs are strictly 
banned in Saudi Arabia. 


Iranian parliament debates confidence 
motion* prime minister defends record 


TEHRAN i R) — Iran's par- 
liament began debating a motion 
•if confidence in the government 
Sunday, with Prime Minister 
Mir-Hosscin Mousavi defending 
his* record against critics. 

Mr. Mousavi asked for a vote of 
confidence from the new par- 
liament. which began sitting in 
May alter April general elections, 
although he was not obliged to do 
so under the constitution. 

Parliamentary Speaker Ali 
Akbir Hushemi Rafsanjani told 
i he Majlis (parliament) he hoped 
a vote would be taken after critics 
nl the government had spoken. 
The debate was being broadcast 
by Tehran Radio. 

A vote will be taken separately 
in the prime minister and each 


individual minister in his cabinet. 

Mr. Mousavi. an architect by 
training and a technocrat, is exp- 
ected to survive the confidence 
test, although political analysts 
said he might lose some members 
of his cabinet. 

The government is nominated 
independently of the parliament, 
but the Majlis must approve it. 

Mr. Mousavi said Iran had gone 
through a dark economic period in 
the early days of its 46-month-old 
war with Iraq, with oil expons 
slumping to between 300.000 and 
400.000 barrels per day (b/d) at 
the end of 19K1. Diplomats said 
current exports were around 1.7 
million b/d. 

He said that for six months min- 
isters met for two hours a day to 


solve the problem and Iran began 
selling its oil under barter deals. 

He said foreign exchange res- 
erves fell severely and Iran was 
unsuccessful in trying to persuade 
friendly countries to deposit 
money with Tehran. 

Early in the war and again last 
year, he said. Iran "swept the flo- 
ors” of its grain silos. 

Among the achievements of his 
33-month-old government, Mr. 
Mousavi listed decoys produced 
“to lure French-made Iraqi Exo- 
cet missiles away from Iranian 
tankers during Iraqi attacks on 
Gulf shipping.” 

Diplomatic analysis said this 
appeared to explain why few tan- 
kers appeared to have been hit 
than claimed by Iraq.

and civil aviation.

Among the topics to be dis- 
cussed during the five-day mee- 
tings are the unified Arab project 
for durgs. Arab pharmaceutical 
legislations as well as the agenda 
of the union’s next conference. 

The bureau will also review the 
results of the meetings of the 
union's supreme council in its pre- 
vious session. The bureau will 
debate a number of drug and pha- 
rmaceutical issues that concern 
Arab pharmacists and the role of 
Arab pharmaceutical org- 
anisations. 

The relation of the Arab Pha- 
rmacists union with the World 
Health Organisation (WHO), the 
International Pharmaceutical 
Federation, the Federation of 
Asian Pharmacists as well as Arab 
Health and Pharmaceutical Org- 
anisation will also be reviewed 
during these meetings. 


Ramadan, Ozal discuss pipeline 


ANKARA (R) — Iraq’s First 
'Deputy Prime Minister Taha Yas- 
sin Ramadan met Turkish Prime 
Minister Turgut Ozal here to dis- 
cuss a proposed second Iraqi oil 
pipeline through Turkey, gov- 
ernment officials said. 

Mr. Ramadan, who arrived in 
Ankara early Sunday for a two day 
official visit, was also expected to 
explain the Iraqi position on the 
Gulf war to Turkish officials. 

A visit to Ankara last Tuesday 
by Iranian Foreign Minister Ali 
Akbar VeUayati had sparked spe- 
culation that Turkey was pre- 
paring a mediation mission bet- 
ween its warring neighbours. 

Mr. VeUayati said after his talks 
here that Iran had no wish for 
mediation. Turkey pursues a pol- 
icy of political neutrality towards 
its neighbours while expanding 
trade ties with them. 

But an Iraqi missile attack last 
May on the Turkish tanker Buyuk 


Him while it was sailing towards 
Iran’s Kharg Island oil terminal to 
load crude has strained ties bet- 
ween Ankara and Baghdad. 

Turkey imports up to six million 
tonnes of crude a year from Iran, 
its main supplier, and some 4 .5 
million from Iraq. 

A one millio n barrels a day 
(b/d) pipeline from Iraq’s Kirkuk 
oilfields to Yumunalik on Tur- 
key’s Mediterranean coast has 
been Baghdad’s only major oil 
outlet since the war closed its Gulf 
terminals and Syria shut a pipeline 

across its territory to Iraqi ou- The 
second pipeline is expected to inc- 
rease capacity to 1.5 million b/d. 

In Sunday’s talks Turkey win 
also propose a liquefied pet- 
roleum gas pipeline and a joint oil 
refinery in Turkey, officials said. 
A long-planned direct rail link and 
connection of the two countries^ 
electrical grids were also expected 
to come up.

ANKARA (R) — A mayoral ele- 
ction in the eastern Turkish pro- 
vince of Agri Sunday has provided 
a limited test of the popularity of 
Prime Minister Turgut Ozal after 
a campaign fought at a national 
level. 

A curfew was ordered in the 
town of Agri Saturday night as 
' political tension built up, fuelled 
by charges from other parties that 
to elect extreme rightist Baki Era- 
slan of the Nationalist Democracy 
Party (NDP) could lead to a return 
to the anarchy and violence that 
preceded Turkey’s 1980 military 
coup. 

Most political parties sent their 
leaders to the province in the last 
few days and argued on national 
economic policies. 

At an open-air rally there last 
week Ozal defended high inflation 
under his seven-month old adm- 
inistration. saying this were the 
price of economic vitality and inc- 
reasing exports. 

But political analysts cautioned 
that the votes of many of the 
12.500 electors would be inf- 


luenced by the wishes of family 
headmen under the semi-feudal 
system in the remote district. 

In nationwide local elections 
last March 25 Mr. OzaFs Mot- 
herland Party won 54 of 67 may- 
oral seats but dead-heated in Agri 
with the NDP and lost on the toss 
of a coin. 

A new poll was ordered after 
the Motherland Party argued that 
army conscripts who are banned 
from voting had done so. 

Mr. Ozal has come under attack 
not only over the effect of his 
monetarist economic policies but 
also the business activities of his 
brother Korkut. 

Newspapers have reported that 
Korkut Ozal recently boosted his 
trading and investment business 
with states in the Gull a priority 
area for the governments export 
drive. Another Ozal brother is 
head of the State Planning Org- 
anisation. 

NDP Deputy Chairman Mus- 
tafa Izci was quoted as saying in 
Agri: “Soon we will hearing of the

Mr. Perez de Cuellar, who lea- 
rned the complexities of the issue 
as special U.N. representative to 
Cyprus in the 1970s, told rep- 
orters he was not seeking a bre- 
akthrough but aimed to find 
common ground for renewed dir- 
ect talks. 

He would not detail any new 
ideas he had brought to Vienna. 

Leaders of the two communities 


. Mr. Kurt' Waldheim, Mr. Perez 
de Cuellar's predecessor as U.N. 
chief, was never able to reconcile 
the two communities of the former 
British colony, who have been at 
loggerheads since 1963. Last 
November’s independence dec- 
laration pushed them further 
apart. 

The secretary-general said his 
plan to see each delegate in turn 
was "an innovation. With Cyprus 
you must show imagination. They 
are not easy interlocutors." The 
talks are scheduled for Monday 
and Tuesday at Vienna's Int- 
ernational Centre. 

The Greek-Cyp riots, who make 
up more than 70 per cent of the 
island’s population, will be rep- 
resented by Foreign Ministry 
Director-General Andreas Mav- 
romattis and the Turkish-Cypriots 
by veteran negotiator Necati Ert- 


ekun. 

The last round of inter- 
communal talks under U.N. aus- 
pices broke off in May last year. 

Turkish -Cypriot leaders, whose 
independence declaration has 
been recognised only by Turkey, 
seek a constitutional solution 
which will allow their minority an 
equal say in essential matters wit- 
hin an eventual confederation on 
the island. 

The Greek-Cypriots-want a sol- 
ution on the basis of earlier agr- 
eements between the com- 
munities with one central gov- 
ernment reflecting the dual- 
community nature of the island. 

Mr. Perez de Cuellar, asked 
whether he considered the talks a 
last opportunity to prevent per- 
manent partition of the island, 
said: “I hate expressions like last 
hope or last opportunity. Our res- 
ponsibility is to keep trying.” 

“I don't see any major obs- 
tacles," he added. “We have to 
rely on the good faith of the two 
parties concerned. What is imp- 
ortant is that both sides make an 


honest, sincere attempt." 

In Ankara, the Turkish new- 
spaper Hurriyet said Sunday Tur- 
kish Cypriots will reiterate their 
offer to return the town of Var- 
osha to the Greek Cypriot south in 
talks with Mr. Perez de Cuellar 
this week. 

The once busy holiday reson 
suburb of Famagusta has been a 
deserted no-mans-land on the 
Turicish side of the “Green Line" 
dividing Cyprus. 

The newspaper also said the 
“Turicish Republic of Northern 
Cyprus,” which is recognised only 
by Turkey, will promise to be fle- 
xible on territorial and con- 
stitutional issues but will seek cer- 
tain guarantees. 

These will include an assurance 
that the internationally- 
recognised Greek Cypriot gov- 
ernment will not take the problem 
of the island to international fora, 
it said. 

The north will also offer a mee- 
ting between its leader. 'Rauf 
Denktash. and President Spyros 
Kyprianou, it added.

The 
Zarqa Ma'in project, estimated to 
cost JD 13 million, will cater for 
regional and local tourists who will 
benefit from the hot springs’ the- 
rapeutic and curative properties.

Obeidat calls for frankness, objectivity 

Committee to submit plan 
for civil service revamp 


AMMAN (Petra) — Prime Minister Ahmad Obeidat 
has urged members of a Royal committee entrusted 
with reorganising the Jordanian civil service system 
to submit their ideas about plans and changes with 
complete frankness and objectivity so that work can 
be based on solid ground. 


Speaking at a meeting with the 
committee Saturday evening, the 
prime minister said everything 
possible should be done to mod- 
■ernise the ci\ il sen-ice system and 
meet the real needs of the country 
and its citizens. 

The committee should be gui- 
ded bv the directives of His Maj- 
esty King Hussein, contained in a 
message at the time of the for- 
mation of the committee late last 
month, the prime minister said at 
the meeting. 

Mr. Obeidat presented his 
views about the principles on 
which the committee should base 
their work and said that its mem- 


bers must devote their attention to 
creating decentralisation in public 
administration so that real cha- 
nges can be introduced to local 
government system thereby ens- 
uring public participation. 

Also, govern men i departments 
must be helped to absorb modern 
tec hno logy and their staff should 
be given reasonable financial and 
moral guarantees, he said. 

"Care should be given to the 
structure of the administrative -sys- 
tems of various government dep- 
artments which should be fun- 
ctioning on sound principles and 
staffed with capable personnel.” 
the prime minister added.

Oweidat requests private sector

AMMAN (J.T.) — Minister of 
Culture and Youth Abdullah 
Oweidat has called on Jordanian 
businessmen and institutions in 
the private sector to contribute 
towards building youth and sports 
centres in the country to mark the 
United Nations International 
Year of Youth in 19S5. 

The minister sent out letters to 
these companies and leading bus- 
inessmen in which he said that the 


ministry will offer the land lor the 
buildings as well as the eng- 
ineering designs. 

He said that sports and youth 
activities are needed in various 
areas of the country in the light of 
a survey conducted in Jordan 
which revealed that a total of 50 
towns lack such facilities.

He also said that the 
ministry will publicise the names 
of the donors in. the press and 
other information media and the 
donors themselves can advertise 
for their own institutions through 
the project. Contributors will be 
free to choose the buildings loc- 
ation in any town in Jordan, he 
added. The ministry, he said, can 
implement the project on behalf 
of the donors or allow them lo it 
themselves.

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What with Peres’ chance? 


SHIMON Peres’ nomination Sunday to form an Israeli government 
canno t exactly be seen as a major breakthrough in the search for 
Middle East peace. But his selection to lead a new coalition certainly 
presents tbe area with a window of opportunity to move things for* 
ward on the question of an Arab- Israeli settlement. 

It is difficult to say that the Israeli Labour Party will actually be able 
to patch up a coalition strong enough to try peace with the Arabs. It is 
even more difficult trying to figure out whether any new Israeli 
government could possibly be that much interested in discussing the 
issue at all, at the present. 

From what we could gather from President Chaim Herzog's nom- 
ination of Mr. Peres. Israel first should struggle to heal its crippled 
economy, then end its internal political divisions, third establish a 
unity government, fourth preserve Israel's “democracy", and then 
apparently sit tight and do nothing. No mention of peace with the 
Arabs. No question of territorial concessions. And no word about 
coexistence with the Palestinians of course. 

Looked at differently. Mr. Peres’ letter of nomination might have 
been tuned to play to the voters' ears. Everybody in Israel seemingly 
wanted a “national coalition" government and Herzog and Peres had 
better try that option first. Yitzhak Shamir had to be asked whether he 
would serve under Peres — or else a narrow coalition did not have a 
chance to survive. 

This is all part of the Israeli political game. Now, what hope is there 
that Labour will win over Yosef Burg's National Religious Party 
(NRP) (four Knesset seats) and Aharon Abu Hatzeira's Tami (one 
seat) to command a majority coalition of 65 votes or so? Furthermore, 
what hope is there for such a government to pursue the course of peace 
with Jordan, Syria and the Palestinians? 

Much of course will depend on Mr. Peres' ability to woo the NRP 
and Tami in the next few days. Much will depend on whether natural 
Labour allies Shinui and CRM I Citizens Rights Movement) will not be 
alienated by the partnership with the two religious parties, and on 
Hadash and the Progressive List for Peace (mixed Arab-Jewish par- 
ties) not supporting a hawkish Feres government. Much also will 
depend on Shamir swallowing up his pride and deciding to serve under 
Labour only to prevent the next government from making any con- 
cessions on the West Bank and the Golan: or for the Likud joining a 
“national coalition" in order to reform the electoral system, when 
their intention in fact is solely to prevent the Labour opposition from 
making reasonable peace with the Arabs. 

In sum, tbe picture in Israel today is not as dull as it would have been 
had Mr. Herzog found no alternative but to reappoint Shamir to head 
the government. But it is not that bright either. 

We will have to wait and see what happens. If Peres and bis 
colleagues in Labour were truly interested in a fair compromise with 
the Arabs, their commitment to peace should override their narrow 
political interests. Now, however, is the best chance for them to show 
their real intentions. 

The “economy", the shape of the “democracy” and the rest of the 
issues that the Israelis say are dividing their nation are but functions of 
their conflict with the Palestinians. And they know it.

Al Ra’i : Why American mine-cleaners? 


THE CLEARING operations of the Suez Canal are necessary to 
ensure that no more mines are planted there and that navigation in 
the waterway is quite sa le. But why American experts to do the job? 

The removal of mines could be carried out by international experts 
or ones from countries like Sweden or Greece who have no ambitions 
in the Arab region. The clearing operation in the Suez Canal fol- 
lowing the 1 956 aggression was carried out by an international team 
since Egypt did not allow’ any one nation to shoulder the res- 
• ponsibilitv alone. 

The presence of Americans in the Red Sea means the presence of a 
U.S. base there. It is an Arab sea and it is Arab countries* res- 
ponsibility to do the job without opening the door tor any exp- 
loitation of the situation by any nation. 

We aii remember how the U.S. had exerted efforts to persuade 
Arab Gulf states to accept a U.S. umbrella to protect them against 
Iranian attacks but failed to achieve its objective. The mines in the 
Red Sea should not serve as a Trojan Horse to allow the Americans 
the opportunity to establish a permanent presence in the region or 
offer them the means to impose their hegemony there. 


Al Dustour: Mounting resistance 


A MARCH which took place at Urara Al Fahm town in the occupied 
Galilee represents a true form of resistance against the enemy which 
occupies Palestinian land and tried to impose repressive measures on 
its people. The people of Umm Al Fahm staged the march to protest 
against statements by Zionist terrorist Mcir Kahane who threatened 
to drive all Arabs from their homeland in Palestine. 

The march represents the people's determination to continue their 
struggle against Israeli occupation and their adherence to the land 
where they have lived all their lives.

Why should U.S. rule out Kuwaiti-Soviet deal?

KUWAIT HAS recently ann- 
ounced its interest in Soviet 
arms following Washington’s 
rejection to sell it surface- 
to-air missiles to defend its ter- 
ritory and oil tankers from Ira- 
nian attacks. In fact. Kuwait 
said that it has already con- 
cluded a contract with Moscow 
to buy such missiles. 

If any country should know 
about the deaJ, it is Kuwait its- 
elf, apart from Moscow of cou- 
rse. and yet denial of the deal 
came from neither party, but 
from the United States. 

President Reagan's National 
Security Adviser Robert McF- 


arlane told the American 
Chamber of Commerce rec- 
ently thw. .there was no such . 
arms desd between the Soviets 
and the Kuwaitis. Perhaps 
McFarlane wanted to cover up 
for the failure of American pol- 
icies in the Middle East and to 
prevent an embarrassment for 
the Reagan administration for 
not selling the missiles, so he 
came up with the false sta- 
tement. To justify Was- 
hington's refusal to sell Kuwait- 
defensive weapons. McFarlane 
said that Kuwait will seek arms 
from West European cou- 
ntries. But this, in turn is also 


illngiral and untrue. The Soviet 
Union and the United States 
are the only two countries 
where a country like Kuwait 
can hope to obtain arms spe- 
edily and these superpowers 
normally respond aptly to arms 
requests, when they want to. 
because they are able to supply 
weapons at short notice. By 
contrast, the Europeans are 
unable to provide aircraft and 
missOes or other sophisticated 
defensive weapons to Kuwait 
or other countries quickly eno- 
ugh to meet these countries' 
needs. An order for such wea- 
pons in Europe could take 


months or probably years to be 
met. Kuwait, which had earlier 
bought arms from the Soviet 
Union, was rebuffed when it 
approached Washington for 
defensive weapons to repel 
Iranian aggression. As Kuw- 
ait* s arms needs were urgent, it 
was only natural to seek them 
from Moscow. • 

Nonetheless, we admit that 
had it not been for Arab wea- 
knesses. there would not have 
been any need for Kuwait to 
turn to Washington or Moscow 
for help, and most importantly 
Iran would not have dared to 
threaten to expand the war to

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Little hope for early space talks

LONDON — Hopes for a U.S.- 
Soviet meeting in September on 
space weapons are fading rapidly 
following gloomy assessments 
from both Moscow and Was- 
hington. 

U.S. and other officials in Eur- 
opean capitals say they are more 
pessimistic than a week ago about 
the chances of a meeting taking 
place before November's U.S. 
presidential election. 

Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko and three senior Kre- 
mlin diplomats raised doubts 
about the prospects in a flurry of 
comments during the past week. 

And for the first time since the 
Soviet Union called for talks in a 
surprise move nearly five weeks 
ago. the White House has now 
questioned Moscow's seriousness. 

President Reagan was “fru- 
strated and astonished" after rea- 
ding the latest Soviet message in a 
series of exchanges on an agenda 
and ground rules, a senior U.S. 
official said Wednesday. 

In London, a NATO arms con- 


trol expert said: “The Soviets 
seem to be backing away from 
their own idea. They seem to be 
having second and even third tho- 
ughts." 

"Other NATO alliance officials 
put the chances of an early mee- 
ting as 50-50. Earlier. Western 
governments were reported to be 
working on the assumption that 
autumn talks would be held, short 
of a major hitch, and would lead to 
wider arms negotiations. 

Serious trouble apparently dev- 
eloped when U.S. and Soviet off- 
icials began drafting a projected 
joint stat-ment on objectives for 
the meeting, set to begin in Vienna 
on September 18. NATO dip- 
lomats said. 

The Soviet proposal was viewed 
by Western diplomats as an att- 
empt to embarrass Mr. Reagan. In 
trying to get out of a botched-up 
situation. Soviet positions have 
hardened. Western diplomats say. 

Their theory is that Moscow 
assumed Mr. Reagan would turn 
down the offerof talks. Instead, he 
accepted immediately. 

The U.S. administration said it 
was ready to discuss space wea- 


pons without preconditions, but 
wanted the Vienna talks to be 
broadened eventually to cover 
nuclear missiles also. 

Moscow broke off missile talks 
late last year and has attacked 
what it calls a backstairs U.S. att- 
empt to revive the negotiations by 
linking them with space weapons. 

Diplomats said there were signs 
until last week that this scenario, 
might still be played out. with the' 
meeting focusing ostensibly on 
space while gradually edging tow- 
ards a broader discussion that 
would include nuclear missiles. 

The manoeuvring took a neg- 
ative turn when Moscow dem- 
anded an advance commitment to 


a moratorium on testing space 
weapons. 

With 3 rudimentary Soviet 
anti-satellite system already dep- 
loyed and the United Slates due to 
test a similar weapon only this 
autumn “it was something the 
Americans couldn’t accept,” a 
NATO official said. 

Former U.S. presidential can- 
didate George McGovern said 
that in a private meeting last week 
Mr. Gromyko "seemed convinced 


there would be no talks". On the 
same day. a Soviet deputy foreign 
minister said Washington had 
made negotiations impossible. 

On Monday. TASS News Age- 
ncy said Washington was “del- 
iberately blocking** the talks. 

On Tuesday, a Soviet official at 
the United Nations said the mor- 
atorium was a,“Jiimus"test”' of 
'AmertcM'mtentTohs.' 

Last weekend. U.S. Defence 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger rai- 
sed doubts by asking if there was 
any point in meeting unless nuc- 
lear as well as space weapons 
could be discussed. 

A White House official said 
Wednesday it was hard to avoid 
the conclusion that Moscow was 
no longer serious. 

Lord Carrington. NATO 
secretary-general, said on Mon- 
day that talks were unlikely before 
the U.S. election. 

NATO analysts linked the puz- 
zle over why Moscow first offered 
talks and now seemed to be bac- 
king off with the Kremlin s open 
hostility towards improved rel- 
ations between East and West 
Germany. 


Britain, China to finalise Hong Kong pact

HONG KONG. — Britain and 
China are close to finalising a det- 
ailed blueprint for the transfer of 
power over Hong Kong from 
London to Peking in 1997. 

After long and delicate neg- 
otiations. the two sides are exp- 
ected in September to initial a 
joint declaration which British 
Foreign Secretary Sir Geoffrey 
Howe calls an historic, binding 
agreement on Hong Kong's fut- 


It will aim to give the -capitalist 
colony considerable autonomy for 
50 years after it reverts to Chinese 
sovereignty in 1997. the date Bri- 
tain's lease on the territory runs 
out. 

Britain and China both have a 
vested interest in maintaining bus- . 
iness and political confidence in 
Hong Kong and in preventing 
unrest during the transition period 
up to the handover. 

Britain has to run the colony — 
the worlds third trading centre 
after New York and London and a 
major financial hub — for the next 
13 years and China wants to take 
over a stable, going concern. 

The gamble of the “iy97 fac- 
tor” is between the stability pro- 
vided by Britain's colonial umb- 
rella, which has helped Hong 
Kong prosper, and the uncertainty 
of what will happen when it bec- 
omes absorbed into the People’s 
Republic of China. 

Sir Georffrey reported Wed- 
nesday. after four days of talks in 
Peking, that the main problems 
had been resolved although sub- 
stantial points remained to be set- 
tled in negotiations due to resume 
this week. 

He said the two governments 


were on course for an agreement 
in principle in September, with 
signature scheduled by the end of 
the year. 

In the negotiations. Britain is 
trading sovereignty over Hong 
Kong for detailed guarantees 
aimed at preserving the colony's 
system of government and cap- 
italist economy under overall Chi- 
nese tutelage. 

Hong Kong will become a spe- 
cial administrative region of the 
People's Republic, with its adm- 
inistration largely unchanged for 
50 years from 1997. 

Peking will be in charge of def- 
ence and external affairs. While 
some points remain to be settled. 
Sir Geoffrey said: "It is visualised 
that after 1997 the Hong Kong 
people will still continue to govern 
Hong Kong.*’ 

The mutual act of faith entails, 
on China’s part, counting on Bri- 
tain to co-operare in a smooth 
handover. 

On Britain's part, it involves 
accepting that Peking will live up 
to the guarantees the document 
will contain. 

Asked what assurances he had 
that successorsof thepresent Pek- 
ing government would not rip it 
up. Sir Geoffrey said China's res- 
pect for international agreements 
was known and such accords were 
“the highest form of commitment 
possible between sovereign sta- 
tes." 

China's watchword in neg- 
otiating the blueprint is “one cou- 
ntry. two systems”. Diplomats say 
the Hong Kong accord is seen by 
Peking as a potential model for 
eventual absorption of the Nat- 
ionalist Chinese island of Taiwan. 

The Hong Kong handover will 
be eased by a Sino-British joint 
liaison group meeting alternately

in London. Peking and Hong 
Kong, with the Crown colony the 
main base from 1988. 

After an accord is initialled in 
September. Hong Kong opinion 
will be canvassed, although Bri- 
tain has ruled out a referendum. 

If opinion is in favour, no pro- 
blem is expected from the British 
Parliament. If Hong Kong people 
voice strong objections, the best 
they can hope for it to persuade 
large numbers of British ML P.'s to 
vote against the agreement — . 
preventing signature, with unp- 
redictable consequences. 

Sir Geoffrey made clear that no 
amendment of the package deal 
would be possible after it had been 
initialled. 

But his unveiling of the main 
points agreed so far won an initial 
favourable response here. Share 
prices surged, and a spokesman 


for Hong Kong’s civic leaders said 
they were encouraged by the sig- 
nificant progress he. reported. 

“It is certainly not a sell-out,” 
the Standard newspaper said. 
“Hong Kong is not being sold 

down the river." 

The South China Morning Post 
safd the joint liaison group would 
be watched with some anxiety. 

“It is almost like inviting the

Argentine military 
becoming irritated

BUENOS AIRES — After only 
eight months of democracy. Arg- 
entina’s armed forces are bec- 
oming increasingly irritated with 
the civilian government, military 
sources say. 

Resentful of severe budget cuts 
and of a drive to punish those res- 
ponsible for human rights vio- 
lations during eight years of mil- 
itary rule, many officers think the 
government of. President Raul 
' Alfonsin cannot cope with its eco- 
nomic. social and foreign relations 
problems. 

“Our armoured vehicles, our 
tanks are getting rusty for want of 
petrol, most of this year's con- 
. scripts were released after training 
that would be insufficient for a 
boy-scout, and there is no amu- 
nition for shooting practice.” said 
one officer who asked to remain 
anonymous. 

“On top of it al], we are being 
portrayed collectively as beasts for 
having done our duty in what most 
saw as an internal war ... many 
officers feel there is a drive to des- 
troy the military.’' 

Mr. Alfonsin, who took office in 
December, has vowed to keep a 
tight grip on the military and to 
punish those responsible for a rut- 
hless anti-guerrilla drive in which 
thousands of people went missing. 

“There is considerable distress 
and concern within the armed for- 
ces over both aspects — the bud- 
get cuts and the human rights tri- 
als,"- one Western diplomat raid 


former death-squad members, 
kfle and disgruntled, are making 
trouble on their own initiative.

But a recent speech by Eco- 
nomy Minister Bernardo Gri- 
nspun billed as the announcement 
of a medium-term recovery plan^ 
won no favour with the military, 
who felt it lacked concrete pro- 
posals. 

Despite widespread military 
discontent, however, the sources 
say the armed forces are not exe- 
rting any pressure on the gov- 
ernment and were puzzled by a 
surprise presidential promise that 
they would have a political voice. 

Addressing navy officers last 
week. Mr. Alfonsin said the advice 
of the armed forces would be sou- 
ght “even in the most sensitive 
sectors of government”.

JHXHEfunue^rour home maybe 
smarter than you are. If present 
trends continue, the house of. the 
future will be a bouse with a brain: 
a central computer that talks and 
responds to human speech, con- 
trols utilities and home app- 
liances, communicates directly 
with other house computers and 
with information sources all oyer 
the world, and can even monitor 
the environment and act to protect 
the house and its inhabitants. . 

Surprising as it may seem, the 
home of the future may be more 
like the home of the past than it is 
like the home of the present But 
whereas, in the past life at home 
was often confuting and opp- 
ressive, the home-centered life of 
the future may be exhilarating and 
mind-expanding, thanks to wor- 
ldwide networks of electronic 
communications. The home com- 
puter and other electronic equ- 
ipment now available or in the 
process of development will bring 
into the home environment many 
of the facilities and services we 
now often travel many miles to 
obtain at schools, libraries, offices, 
theatres, etc. But more than this, it 
will provide a new focus for 
human life — a 21st-century ver- 
sion of the hearth that was for so 
long an essential feature of “h- 
ome'' in every age and civilisation. 
Let’s consider some of the ways 
that homes are likely to be cha- 
nging in the years ahead. 

Some of the greatest changes in 
the house of the future, changes 
that will make “home” once more 
a place to live, not just a place to 
stay, will result from the com- 
munications revolution that 
makes it increasingly easy to per- 
form many kinds of work horn 
remote locations — including 
home — rather than requiring 
people to work at a central office 
or plant. 

"Personal” or "home” com- 
puter users, through ordinary tel- 
ephone lines, cable television and 
even satellite broadcast links, can 
communicate directly with one 
another or tap into the vast data 
banks and rapid information pro- 
cessing capabilities of large central 
computers. In the United States 
alone, there are now more than 
200 telecomputing networks in 
service, and many of these operate 
worldwide. 

Small computers connected to 
existing telephone and television 
systems will enable people to exc- 
hange ’ written' inform 
tures, money (in the form of credit 
and debit statements — the ele- 
ctronic equivalent of today's 
paper checks and cash), as well as 
spoken messages and recorded 
sounds, over any distance. This 
development .will allow many of 
today’s office jobs to be per- 
formed at home. 

The work-at-home era will not 
come overnight. Few of the houses 
or apartments built in recent years 
can easily accommodate the space 
and privacy needs of a com- 
puterised office or workplace. 
Even after demands for work 
space in homes become wid- 
espread, it will take years for arc- 
hitects and builders to respond 
with new construction. 

In the meantime, we can expect 
to see neighbourhood computing 
centres emerge as a kind of “ele- 
ctronic halfway house” between 
home and office. One centre could 
serve employees from many dif- 
ferent firms by renting them com- 
puter terminals. 

Futurist AJvin Toffler foresees a 


new age of -“electronic cottage 
industries," in which people mil 
produce goods and services pri- 
* manly for their ow use outside 
the cash economy, or, when they 
work- for pay, communicate rather 
than commute whenever possible. 
Clerical workers, writers and con- 
sulting specialists (such as doctors, 
lawyers, engineers and teachers) 
could .prepare documents, com- 
pose stories, and conduct mee- 
tings, interviews, wramimuinns 
and lectures over the network. 

But the true home computer 
will do much-more than help peo- 
ple conduct business. It can bec- 
ome the eyes, ears, voice and brain 
of the house itself — to the point 
where it might be more accurate to 
call it a "computer home.” 

From an essentially passive 
covering — a “second skin" des- 
igned to keep out the elements 
mid keep in warmth — the modem 
house has evolved into a complex 
structure with built-in mechanical 
systems for a variety of purposes. 
Gas lines, water pipes and drains, 
electrical wiring, telephone con- 
nections, locks ou doors, and even 
drapes, awnings, window blinds 
and fans act to make the house 
more comfortable and useful to its 
inhabitants. Some of these sys- 
tems require 'direct human int- 
ervention to operate — windows 
must be opened and dosed, keys 
fitted into locks and turned, light 
switches moved to the on or off 
position, etc. Other systems ope- 
rate with more independence — 
the telephone lines are “open” 24 
hours a day, electric current flows 
through the house wiring system 
at a constant rate, thermostats 
turn furnaces and air conditioners 
off and on automatically, etc. 

The microprocessor will pre- 
cipitate the next step in the evo- 
lution of the house by making it 
possible for more and more hou- 
sehold devices and systems to 
monitor and exert automatic con- 
trol over their own operations. 
Stoves can automatically turn off 
the heat under pans that begin to 
scorch; electronic timers can turn 
lightfc on or off following a pre- 
determined schedule; new sec- 
urity devices use motion or heat 
sensors to detect potential bur- 
glars before they break in and res- 
pond by sounding an alarm or not- 
ifying authorities. This aut- 
omating process might be likened 
to the development of sensory 
perception and instinctive res- 
ponse among primitive animals. 
The mechanical systems in today’s 
.homes are. becoming able to res- 
pond tq.changing. ^nditions in a 
programmed way — by instinct, 
you might say — without the heed 
for direct human intervention. 

But each system still works in 
isolation. The next phase of house 
evolution will be the joining tog- 
ether of separate systems through 
the central processor or home 
computer, a step that might be 
compared to the development of 
the spinal cord and brain in higher 
animals- This house brain will be 
crude at first, a “slave mentality” 
that will depend entirely on hum- 
ans to choose its goals. But it will 
be capable of co-ordinating the 
operation of many different sys- 
tems to achieve a particular obj- 
ective once it is chosen. For exa- 
mple, a house brain could co- 
ordinate heating, air conditioning, 
humidity control and energy flow 
to maintain a comfortable env- 
ironment while using the least 
possible amount of fuel. 

Several prototypical homes 
with computer brains have already 
been built. One striking example 
is the "House of the Future” at

Abwatukee, Arizona. “Ahw- 
atukee” is a CrowTndian word 
meaning "house of dre ams” ; and 
the House of the Future con- 
structed by Motorola Sem- 
iconductor Group as a showcase 
for their electronic? sensors and 
control devices promises to make 
many dreams come 1 true — and 
perhaps a few nightmares as well. 

. The central computer in the 
Ahwatukee Future House can 
control household appliances a«d 
lights in response -to voice com- 
mands or on a pre-set schedule. It 
-monitors temperature and hum- 
idity in each room to maintain 
constant indoor climate con- 
ditions with a minim um exp- 
enditure of energy by aut- 
•omaticaUy opening or closing dra- 
pes and windows to take max- 
imum advantage of sunlight and 
breezes. It also operates electronic 
.heat and motion detectors that 
keep track of individuals in the 
house as they move from room to 
room, and will turn off lights whe- 
never a room is empty and turn 
„tbem on again just as someone is 
about to enter. In place of ord- 
inary latchkeys, each occupant 
punches a personal identification 
code on a keyboard by the door to 
gain admittance. Temporary 
numbers may be assigned to vis- 
itors and guests. Thus, the house 
always knows who is at home, as 
weD as where they are. 

The addition of telecomputing 
capabilities to radio, TV. pho- 
nograph and other home ent- 
ertainment devices will transform 
tod ay’s family room into a “media 
room.” Of course, not all the tel- 
ecommunications and electronic 
entertainment devices will be pla- 
ced in the same room. But the 
home computer will tie all the sep- 
arate systems together and pro- 
vide the centra] focus or “ele- 
ctronic hearth” around which the 
family will gather for work, play 
and fellowship. 

The ultimate house may be a 
structure whose computer brain, 
equipped with sensors and linked 
through telecommunication net- 
works to computer data banks and 
the “brains” of other houses, has 
developed an awareness of its own 
existence and an intimate kno- 
wledge of its inhabitants. 

Advances in computer tec- 
hnology are making it possible for 
computers to synthesise human 
speech sounds and reply with 
words and actions to spoken 
commands. This development will 
greatly add to our ability to “ bel- 
ieve" in the computer as a con- 
scious entity. Once your house can ' 
talk to you. you may never 'feel 
alone again. Like it or not, it may 
become impossible to convince 
yourself that no one’s home. 

The house may even "follow 
you around.” For example, sen- 
sors in the floor could distinguish 
the footsteps of different hou- 
sehold members and accumulated 
data might enable the house brain 
to recognise the difference bet- 
ween stamping in anger, skipping _ 
for joy or practicing a new dance 
step. Lack of motion in the room 
holding only one occupant might 
suggest that the person was either 
studying (desk lamp on), reading 
for pleasure (floor lamp beside 
easy chair on), or asleep (lights off 
entirely). The house computer 
could respond in different ways to 
help the room's occupant con- 
centrate better (by masking out 
street sounds with white uoisel, 
relax more (by generating soft 
wind or raindrop sounds), or sleep 
comfortably (by reducing room 
temperature gradually as sleep 
deepened and raising it to be cora-

fortably warm at wake-up time). 

As an added refinement, you 
might wear a miniature radio tra- 
nsmitter on a wristband or nec- 
klace that would send information 
about your heart rate, breathing 
and other vital signs to your house 
computer. Properly programmed 
to interpret this information, the 
computer could adjust tem- 
perature, ventilation, humidity, 
etc., to protect your health or even 
to match your changing moods. 
You could instruct the house to 
intensify your moods or cou- 
nteract them on different occ- 
asions. If you are watching a scary 
movie (and loving every moment) 
your house could respond to your 
rapid heartbeat by flapping its 
shutters, flickering lights, or pro- 
ducing ghostly noises. Another 
time, if you were really afraid for 
some reason, the house could be 
instructed to respond in a way cal- 
culated to make you feel relaxed. 

But the Cybernetic House or 
Computer Home could become a 
prison or a goldfish bowl if sen- 
sors. electronic locks and aut- 
omatic adjustments to env- 
ironmental systems were con- 
trolled from outside, or in any way 
contrary to the wishes of the occ- 
upants. 

Along with the physical evo- 
lution of the house from a col- 
lection of independent mechanical 
systems requiring human gui- 
dance and manual control at every 
stage to a self-directed, 
computer-controlled assemblage 
of mutually reinforcing and int- 
erdependent systems, there needs 
to be an evolution in human att- 
itudes toward the house and the 
other physical environments we 
design and build. Instead of foc- 
using most attention inward on 
personal or family concerns, and 
regarding the natural env- 
ironment and the mass of hum- 
anity“outside” as hostile forces to 
be shut out or overcome, human 
beings need to develop wider loy- 
alties — to communicate and 
co-operate with others on a global 
scale. To meet the challenge of 
global problems in l he future will 
demand nothing less than a col- 
lective global intelligence. Com- 
puter homes — and other self- 
aware environments — will bec- 
ome active and essential elements 
in this "world brain.” 

It is a long way from the house 
of the present, or even the home

READING ARABIC subtitles of films broadcast on Jordan Tel- 
evision is a real pleasure, believe me. You can be sure you will be 
amused. 

First of all - the dates. Fantasy is prominent. For instance 
Napoleon would be born in 1769 and could die in ... 1921 (?) but it is 
not only for a 100 years difference that we are going to upset 
ourselves, we can easily understand it is in fact 1821. And why 
should we make a fuss whether World War I started in 1814 or In 
1914. In JTV series or plays, depicting social dramas of the 18th 
century, don't be surprised to hear the hero talking about “ele- 
ctricity” when what be meant was to light a candle. As for long 
Sms, subtitle translation errors are common fact as well. First of 
am (me should rarely expect that the title of the film would be 
translated. More often than not it is announced as “the foreign late 
night show*’ .... it's enough, isn’t it ? Then action starts and I often 
ask myself bow viewers who do not koow English can comprehend 
the story of the film. Translation is not only at random, but also 
suffers amnesia. Complete sentences which are often vital to det- 
ermine the conclusion of the dim are ignored. 

Sometimes it's the contrary, subtitles flash for a split second on 
the television screen. 

Let me explain what is happening. A sentence in Arabic is on the 
screen for two long minutes, although the actors proceed with their 
dialogue. Suddenly, the phrase changes and is followed with z 
multitude of other phrases, which disappear as soon as they app- 
ear, without giving the chance for the poor viewers to read what is 
written. 

Also in a suspense film, the hero is caught sneeking cautiously 
into a flat ... silence ... only the dramatic music stressing the 
suspense. Suddenly on the screen written in Arabic appears: 
knew I would find you here ... but you could say goodbye to the 
world.” Although nobody has spoken yet... and we understand 
naturally that the hero is going to be caught which reveals the plot 
before-hand and spoils the thrill of suspense. 

In short, take another example that I have come across: A young 
lady is saying “goodnight” to her date at the porch: “how about a 
night cap?'’ The translation in Arabic flashed “how about a night 
taxi cab.”

LOS ANGELES l.fi) — Carl Lewis swept in triumph 
to the first of his projected four Olympic goid medals 
Saturday night when he scorched unchallenged acr- 
oss the line in the men’s 100 metres final. 


Lewis made seven of the world" s 
top sprinters look like struggling 
schoolboys as he accelerated away 
from the field to win the United 
States' first 3t hie tics medal of the 
Los Angeles Games. 

His time of M.W seconds was the 
second- fastest in Olympic history 
behind compatriot Jim Hines 
mark of set in the high alt- 
itude of Mexico City in lyb*. Ii 
was also only the sixth lime any- 
one had beaten 1 0 seconds lor the 
100 metres. 

Seventy-five thousand spe- 
ctators in the Los Angeles Col- 
iseum stood and cheered as Lew is 
ran round the track after the race 
carrying an American flag and 
waving to the crowd. 

They applauded again when 
Lewis received his medal and eru- 
pted into a further '"nation after 
the “star spangled banner" had 
been played. 

The setting was perfect tor the 
23-year-old American's bid m 
emulate his legendary predecessor 
Jesse Owens' 1 43b leal ot three 
sprint medals and the long jump 


title. 

As the sun set behind the ath- 
letes after another sizzling day. the 
field exploded into action with 
American Sam Graddy first out of 
the blocks. 

Lew is did not start fast but rec- 
overed so swifty that the result of 
the race was academic by the 60 
metres murk. 

Graddy was second in 10. 14 
and Canada’s Ben Johnson, who 
delayed the start of the race by 
breaking before the starter's gun. 

third in 1 0.22. 

After the race Lewis refused to 
make the customary appearance 
ol medal winners before the news 
media but quotes issued by the 
organisers said he considered it his 
toughest event. 

"That’s why 1 get so emotional 
when I win the 100 because it’s the 
most difficult of the four in which 
I'm competing." Lewis said. "I 
feel great right now — one down 
and three to go." 

Lewis’ victory had been widely 
anticipated since his triple tri- 
umph in Helsinki last year where

Australia 
defeats India 

LOS ANGELES (R) — Australia 
confirmed their superiority over 
Olympic hockey champions India 
Saturday with a 4-2 victory to 
become hoi favourites for the gold 
medal. 

A three-goal surge in 14 min- 
utes carried the Australians to 
their fourth successive win in the 
tournament and the first place in 
the semi-finals from Group A. 

It was their third win in a row 
over the Indians, who will have to 
beat West Germany on Monday to 
be sure ot a semifinal berth. 

West Germany outclassed Mal- 
aysia 5-0 with a polished display 
that raised their hopes of squ- 
eezing India out of the last four. 

The Australians, runners-up to 
shock winners New Zealand in the 
ly76 Olympics, went two points 
clear at the top of Group A. They 
should extend their undefeated 
run in their last match against the 
United States. 

Australian centre forward 
Terry Walsh, leading scorer in the 
Olympics, took his tally to eight 
with two more goals. 

The other Australian goals 
came from Craig Davies and Colin 
Batch.

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Net tightens around Greek businessmen

ATHENS: Uninitiated visitors let 
the Greek commerce ministry 
often stumble into dank, nether 
Tegions of unplastered walls and 
scattered timber where repairs are 
under way. They would scarcely 
guess that just below, in the bow- 
els of the rambling building, a gle- 
aming new computer centre waits 
to store the information which 
will, it is hoped, revolutionise the 
ministry's operations. 

Mr. Vassilis Kedikoglou, the 
commerce minister, sees the min- 
istry itself as an apt metaphor for 
what is going on in Greek business 
today. 

According to Mr. Kedikoglou. 
trade practices in Greece are as 
chaotic and antiquated as the bui- 
lding he sits in. They need rev- 
amping if the country is to be bro- 
ught into the developed economic 
world. 

There has certainl^been a lot of 
kicking and screaming, since Mr. 
Kedikoglou — the third man in 
the two and a-half year old Soc- 
ialist administration to hold the 
ministry hotseat — launched his 
reform plan early this year. 

Greece’s leading traders and 
industrialists have fought him 
every inch of the way. with well- 
publicised protest gatherings in 
i he centre of Athens and much 
to-ing and fro-ing to Prime Min- 
ister Andreas Papandreou's office 
for arbitration. 

They have decided to form an 
integrated businessmen's union — 
“a sort of Greek Pa iron at." as one 
of its founders described it to 
represent the private sector' nat- 
ionwide. 

.The businessmen say they rea- 
dily agree with the need to align 
trade practices with those of dev- 
eloped Western countries. But. 
they argue, the proper way to do 
this is by dismantling the price 
controls and market policing 
which have been traditional fea- 
tures of the Greek economy and 
allowing market forces free play. 

This is not what Mr. Kedikoglou 
has in mind. 


The minister's idea of mod-, 
ernisation is to preserve and even 
tighten traditional state controls 
on profit margins, while, at the 
same time, making the system 
more rigorous, so that, what the 
Greeks like to call “windows” — 
more or less ingenious ways of 
beating the system — are per- 
manently closed. 

This is the essence of Mr: Ked- 
ikoglou' s quarrel with Greek bus- 
inessmen. It is also where the 
computer comes m. 

By transferring price control 
procedures to a machine and min- 
imising the human factor, the min- 
. ister hopes to eliminate what is 
known in Greece as “the little 
envelope" — that is, bribery as a 
classic means of getting around 
rules and regulations. * - — 

Over the past four months the 
ministry has unleashed a barrage 
of new rules and regulations on 
the market. Businessmen say that 
the most reasonable of measures, 
enforced at such dizzying speed 
and in such numbers, would bec- 
ome inapplicable. 

"My members look at me and 
ask 'What’s happening?' as tho- 
ugh an earthquake had struck. 
They don’t know whaf s going on, 
what they have to do. There’s just 
too much paper,” a representative 
of the Athens Traders' Ass- 
ociation said. 

Burdensome new complications 
in the paperwork for improtfng 
have reportedly also aroused con- 
cern in Brussels that they may dis- 
criminate against imponed EC 
products in favour of locally pro- 
duced ones. 

Foodstuffs 

Mr. “Alpha” is the owner of a 
large supermarket who says he 
carries “thousands” of goods on 
his shelves. Under a ministry dec- 
ree issued in May. to get an initial 
price or price increase approved, 
he must complete a multi-page. 1 2 
inches by 16 inches form — he 
measures it dramatically in his off- 
ice — for each product ind- 
ividually This form is then fed into 


the ministry computer, which will 
come up with an appropriate cei- 
ling price. 

There decree, which applies to 
all food and drinks companies 
with an annual turnover greater 
than Dr50 million ($440,000 and 
to all other concerns with a tur- 
nover above DrlOD million, is one 
of the main bones of contention 
between businessmen and the 
ministry. 

Mr. Kedikoglou insists that the 
paperwork is simple and requires 
no extra staff or special skills. 

Mr. Alpha disagrees. "I suggest 
that completing this document 
would be an excellent way for 
some young man to earn his mas- 
ter’s degree or even PhD.” he said 
tartly. “As for me. 1 would have to 
- e mploy 20 more -people and add 
Dri.5 million to my annual payroll 
to do it." 

Whisky imports 

Mr. "Beta” is a whisky imp- 
orter. Earlier this year, the min- 
istry changed the existing reg- 
ulations on the imports of alc- 
oholic beverages in such a way as 
to slash to 4.8 per cent the per- 
mitted 15 per cent profit margin 
on the sales price. 

He and distributors like him say 
they are in ‘'a desperate position” 
and predict a sharp decline in whi- 
sky promotion in Greece once 
stocks are depleted. 

The ministry move, raised fears 
that Britain’s £12 million (SIS' 
million) annual whisky trade with 
Greece would be affected. Dis- 
creet British protests have so far 
been to no avail. 

Mr. Kedikoglou. for his part, 
insists that import/distributor pro- 
fits were exorbitant and that ail he 
has done is to trim them to size. 

"If any one importer stops han- 
dling Scotch whisky. I have per- 
sonally told the British that I will 
undertake to find someone else to 
take over.” the minister said. 

Clothing 

Mr. "Gamma” has a clothing 


store, where sales are affected by. 
vagaries such as weather or shifts 
in colour preference. Summer 
blouses bought this year could eas- 
ily end up on next year's shelves. ' 

Under new ministry regulations 
requiring strict identification of 
the product, he will be obliged to 
sell at the previous year's prices, 
even if he could mark up the blo- 
uses. 

The ministry argues that this 
will prevent profiteering through 
stockpiling, which disrupts the 
market through artificial sho- 
rtages. But businessmen say it 
merely depletes their capital. 

"Doing away with replacement 
cost in this way is disastrous in a 
country like Greece, with a sliding 
currency and a high inflation 
rate,” one said. 

In the eyes of the private sector 
the most menacing ministry move 
so far is a law passed in April 
which foresees the setting up of a 
state import-export trading com- 
pany (EMPO). 

The company was originally 
supposed to have import functions 
only, to be used, according to the 
ministry, to correct raw material 
shortages or excessive prices. 

The addition of export fun- 
ctions convinced many Greek bus- 
inessmen. however, that EMPO 
would operate as an instrument 
for extending the state's grip on 
trade. 

The company has not yet sta- 
rted operating, but the ministry 
can expect trouble, when it does. 

Businessmen scoff at acc- 
usations that they are protesting 
just to serve the political interests 
of the conservative opposition. 

"Mr. Kedikoglou has dubbed us 
■lerrorists in dinner jackets'.” one 
said. “But when the conservatives 
passed a law setting a 25 per cent 
mixed profit ceiling in all sectors 
under the previous government, 
we closed all our shops. That was 
on Jan. 21. 1980. On Jan. 22. the 
prime minister called us in and 
sorted the problem out. We don't 
see that happening today.” — 
Financial Times news features- 


OAPEC urges Arab states to improve oil activity 


KUWAIT (R) — Arab countries 
should develop fully integrated oil 
operations, moving downstream 
to extend their control over sales 
of refined products, the Org- 
anisation of Arab Petroleum Exp- 
on ing Countries (OAPEC) said 
Saturday. 

As a key step towards this. Arab 
national oil companies should inc- 
rease their refining capabilities, 
the 1 0-nation Kuwait-based body 
said in its Augusi-September bul- 
letin. 

It said they should no longer act 


as mere sellers of crude or basic 
products yielded from routine ref- 
ining. which industrialised nations 
- then upgrade with their own sec- 
ondary • conversion processing 
before selling the end product in 
their markets. 

Instead. Arab countries should 
enhance their refining flexibility 
and increase the proportion of lig- 
hter products obtained from 
crude, such as gasoline, kerosene, 
and diesel.

cessing capacity as the core of its 
operations is a logical way to ext- 
end the life of oil resources and 
raise the value of exports.” the 
bulletin said in its editorial. 

It said demand for lighter pro- 
ducts is rising within the pattern of 
overall world consumption of pet- 
roleum products. 

It estimated that the share of 
lighter products used by the ind- 
ustrialised nations making up the 
Organisation of Economic Coo- 
peration and Development (O- 
ECD) would rise from 65 per cent 
of their oil demand now to 70 per 
cent over the next decade. 

It cited a survey conducted by 
the U.S.-based Oil and Gas Jou- 
rnal in April which shows plans to 
build nearly two million barrels 
per day (h/d) of extra global con- 
version capacity by 19K7. Of this 
about 20 per cent will be located in 
the Arab world. 

But Arab secondaiy conversion 
plant will amount to only 4 .5 per 
cent of world capacity then, while 


overall Arab refining capability 
will come to only 7.5 per cent of 
the world total. 

Existing Arab secondary con- 
version plant has a capacity of 
350.000 b/d. or 2.5 per cent of 
current world capacity, the bul- 
letin noted. 

The bulletin said the current 
world glut of petroleum products 
and downward pressure on prices 
may not last long. 

• An eventual return to more sta- 
ble conditions will lead to higher 
prices for oil products and greater 
profits for refiners able to meet 
increased demand, it said. 

“(Arab nations) should use to 
their advantage the fact that they 
are ... the only source capable of 
balancing world supply and dem- 
and. to market crude and products 
and evolve their refining ope- 
rations into industries able to 
compete in the medium and long 
terra with those of the ind- 
ustrialised nations.” the bulletin 
said. 


IEA evaluates oil production, prices 


PARIS (R) — Low global crude oil prices are the 
result of producer countries pumping too much oil 
for the market to stand even when consumption in 
the non-communist world is rising, the International 
Energy Agency (IEA) said Monday. 


In its latest monthly market 
report the IEA makes it dear that 
strong downward pressure on oil 
prices in recent weeks stems from 
the higher output, principally by 
member countries of the Org- 
anisation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC). 

It estimates OPEC production 
in July was about 1 8.6 million bar- 
rels a day (MBD), up from an ave- 
rage 1 8 MBD in the second qua- 
rter of 1984 and well ahead of the 
1 7.5 MBD quota that OPEC rea- 
ffirmed at its Vienna meeting last 
month. 

“Gulf producers in particular 
have maintained a high level of 
output during June and July des- 
pite attacks on tankers by Iran and 


Iraq.” said the IEA in a reference 
to the Gulf war. 

The group, which represents 
major Western oil consuming nat- 
ions. said that with non-OPEC 
countries' production also up sli- 
ghtly. world supplies were 1.9 
MBD above demand in the second 
quarter, compared to a I.I MBD 
shortfall in the first quarter. 

Higher production and stock 
building by consumer countries 
provoked a sharp drop in spoL pri- 
ces in the second half of July, alt- 
hough some of the losses were 
recouped late last week. 

Despite depressed prices, the 
strength of the dollar, in which oil 
is bought and sold, meant the ben- 
efits were not passed on in lower 


China plans to boost 
output in shipbuilding 

PEKING (R) — China is planning a major expansion of its shi- 
pbuilding industry' and expects to boost output by 20 per cent this 
year, according to a senior official of the China State Shipbuilding 
Corporation (CSSC). 

Mr. Wang Rongsheng, CSSC deputy general manager, told the 
official New China News Agency that China planned to develop and 
manufacture shifts with new designs for the domestic and int- 
ernational markets. 

“We arc making great efforts to speed up the development of 
China's shipbuilding industry and to produce ships more competitive 
on the world market,” Mr. Wang was quoted as saying. 

He said China would build large oil and coal carriers, container 
ships, surveying vessels, chemical carriers and oil rigs using advanced 
technology. 

Much of the technology for making the new ships would be imp- 
orted. foreign industry sources sard. 

Mr. Wang said that in 1984. China's shipbuilding industry would 
increase production by more than 20 per cent over last year, when 
ships with a total tonnage of 530.000 w’ere constructed. 

Since the adoption of the “open door" economic policy in 1979. 
China had received foreign orders tor ships with a total tonnage of 
one million tonnes. Of these. 600.000 tonnes had been built and 
delivered, he added. 


Shell denies receiving 
S. African premiums 

LONDON (R) — The Shell international oil company Sunday den- 
ied receiving secret bonus payments for supplying oil to South Africa 
and said it had never breached producing countries’ restrictions on 
where it sells their oil. " 

The company issued the denial in' response to a British newspaper 
report suggesting that it received almost S200 million from South 
Africa to supply it with oil in defiance of international boycotts. 

"The Shell International Petroleum Company denies categorically 
that it received any 'secret incentives' for supplying oil to South 
Africa.” a spokeswoman told Reuters. 

"Moreover, it reiterates that it has always observed producing 
countries destination restrictions regarding crude oil.” she said. 

The Observer newspaper based its report on an official South 
African report telling how the government offered a premium of $8 
per barrel of crude from its strategic fuel fund after the fall of the shah 
of Iran, its main supplier, in I97y. 

The South Africans deleted key sections of the report. 

But the Observer said its own enquiries had shown that Shell was 
the main beneficiary. 

“We have found evidence of 17 shipments of oil in Shell tankers 
in 1980. totalling 22 million barrels. More than a thfrd of this came 
from Oman, which officially embargoes South Africa.” the paper 
said. 

The Observer also alleged that an American oil trader and a Dutch 
dealer supplied large quantities of oil from Gulf states to South 
Africa in defiance of the boycotts against Pretoria.

The IEA said stocks held by 
members of the 24-nation Org- 
anisation for Economic Co- 
operation and Development 
(OECD) were estimated at 430 
million tonnes, enough for 101 
days consumption, on July 1 . This 
is sharply upon a preliminary IEA 
forecast of 414 million tonnes, or 
97 days, made a month ago. 

The stock buildup has come 
despite rising OECD con- 
sumption, which showed a three 
per cem increase in the second 


quarter of 1984. compared to the 
same period of iy.83. the report 
said. 

The IEA expects OECD con- 
sumption to grow by about two 
per cent in July and August over 
the same months in 1983 and for- 
ecast demand would continue to 
grow, though at diminishing rates, 
through the first quarter oM9S5. 

Assuming an OECD economic 
growth rate of 2.7 per cem next 
year, the IEA predicted that oil 
consumption by the 24 member 
nations in 1985 would be 1.5 per 
cem higher than in 19K-4.

The parties also pushed for an 
end to press censorship and an 
amnesty for Uruguay’s estimated 
700 political prisoners. Political 
sources said the military would 
soon stan to release around 450 of 
the detainees. 

Friday s accord provides for the 
inauguration of parliament and 
municipal authorities in February 
with legislators expected to begin 
work on a draft constitution in 
June and a plebiscite in November 
to approve the constitution. 

But it is not clear whether the 
political parties have bowed to 
military demands to retain a say in 
security matters that brought dea- 
dlock to earlier talks. 

The military, which wants to 
prevent any resurgence of the 
Tupamaro guerrilla violence of 
the early 1970s, wants a con- 
tinuing say on security under any 
democratic government although 
such plans w ere resoundingly def- 
eated in a 1980 plebiscite.

Nicaraguan opposition not registered for polls 


MANAGUA (R) — Nicaragua's 
main opposition grouping had still 
not registered Saturday for Nov- 
ember general elections, as a mid- 
night deadline for registering can- 
didates approached. 

The Democraticcoordinator.an 
opposition coalition of four con- 
servative parties, has threatened 
to boycott the elections because 
the left-wing government would 
not initiate a national dialogue inc- 
luding U.S.-backed insurgents. 

Interior Minister Tomas Borge 
and other leaders of the Sandinist 
National Liberation Front 
(FSLN) have accused the opp- 
osition of boycotting the elections

Hiroshima survivors still coming to light

HIROSHIMA. Japan (R) — 
Thirty-nine years after the Atomic 
bomb attack on Hiroshima, sur- 
vivors are still coming forward to 
recount experiences after casting 
aside fears of social stigma. 

Most of those who lived through 
the devastation of Aug. 6. 1945. 
suffered radiation of a magnitude 
never experienced before by 
human beings. Even those who 
escaped radiation disease feared 
that defects might be transmitted 
genetically to their children. For 
years children of survivors found it 
hard to get jobs or find marriage 
partners. 

“Many survivors kept quiet 
about their experience and ref- 
rained from coming Forward to 
collect the government benefits 
that were their due.” Hiroshima 
Mayor Takeshi Araki told Reu-. 
ters in an interview. 

“Now. when so many children 
of the survivors are safely in jobs 
or marriages we suddenly find the 
parents coming forward to claim 
the certificates which entitle them 
to benefits.” 

Fears of radiation disease being 
passed on genetically have never 
been substantiated. 

Dr. Abraham Kagan, American 
vice-president of the Radiation 


years and there are still 163 peo- 
ple under treatment in the Hir- 
oshima Atomic Bomb Hospital. 
Last year 54 more survivors died 
there. 

Dr. Kiyoshi Kuramoto. the 
hospital’s vice -director, told Reu- 
ters there were now few victims of 
delayed effects emerging. 

“The first peak of the delayed 
effects was in the 1950s with 
outbreaks of Leukaemia,” he said. 
“In the 1960s there was another 
peak with different forms- of can- 
cer.

He said he 
was at work in the Mitsubishi shi- 
pyards at 8.15 a.m. when the 
bomb was released by a U.S. Air 
Force plane. 

“ I saw the flash and slid under 
my desk," he said. “When I came 
out I saw the famous mushroom 
cloud." 

Mr. Araki recalled seeing hid- 
eously burned survivors — “some 
with eyes bulging out of their 
heads." 

Mr. Araki. then 29, told how his 
younger sister died four weeks 
after the blast. He suffered from 
bleeding of the throat for a while 
but soon recovered.

At the spot where this hap- 
pened there now stands a modern 
motor factory where robots toil 
and humans are little in evidence. 

Like the rest of Hiroshima it 
demonstrates the energies which 
have built from the ruins a model 
metropolis with 920,000 people 
— twice as many as in 1945. 

At the time of the bomb there 
were predictions that grass would 
never grow again in Hiroshima. 
But within two months new veg- 
etation was already springing up 
■and today the city is adorned with 
trees, shrubs and well-groomed 
gardens. 

The only relic of bomb damage 
is the shattered dome of a building 
which used to be a commercial 
museum. It stands at the edge of 
the peace park near the centre of 
the area where the bomb exp- 
loded. 

The present city fathers want to I 
turn Hiroshima into a thriving 
commercial centre with a rep- 
utation for prosperity that might 
in time dim the automatic rec- 
ollection of disaster that the name 
evokes. 

The government has named 
Hiroshima prefecture as the home 
of a projected "high technology 
city” where the next generation of 
technological advance will be cha- 
rted. 

But the treatment of survivors 
and research into what happened 
to them will go on. 

“It could continue " Dr. Kagan 
said, “for 30 more years."

Female athletes may 
face backbone risk 


BOSTON (R) — Female athletes 
who have stopped menstruating 
regularly risk developing brittle 
backbones, according to a report 
in the New England Journal of 
Medicine. A team of Seattle res- 
earchers found that the mineral 
density in the bones of the lower 
back was significantly less in 
young women athletes with abn- 
ormal menstruation patterns than 
those with a normal pattern. Alt- 
hough the average age of their 
volunteers was 25. the backbones 
of the athletes with the irregular 
menstruation patterns were as bri- 
ttle as those of an average 51- 
year-old woman. Doctors ha\e 
long known that, for some women, 
intense physical activity may dra- 
stically reduce the frequency of 
menstrual periods. The phe-
